Mrs. Nicholson stated that if there are any expenses associated with the COVID 19 situation, the expense 
needs to be reported to OEM for possible reimbursement.  The President will need to declare a state of 
emergency to receive reimbursement.   Kevin Keen is the OEM for Elk Township and all information will 
go to him for posting. 
 
Mr. Considine stated going forward and to comply with OPMA we are going to need to have some sort of 
teleconferencing unit for allowing the public to participate in a meeting.  MAX Communications will be 
contacted for advisement. 
 
The Township received a letter from the NJ DOT stating we have been selected to receive funding under 
the NJ DOT 2020 Local Freight Impact Fund Program for the resurfacing and safety improvements to 
Jacob Harris Lane in the amount of $625,000.00. 
 
A MEL Bulletin was received and in accordance with the Governor Murphy’s Executive Order 104, signed 
on March 16, 2020, they are strongly recommending all parks and playgrounds and any areas that 
encourage social gathering be closed to the public until further notice.  Walking trails can remain open.   
Committee would like signs to be posted notifying the public that no more than 10 people are to congregate 
in public areas.  
The municipal building is closed to the public out of concern for the employees and public. All payments 
are to be dropped in the drop box.
